STURBRIDGE — Select- 


men heard a presentation on 
the classification and compen- 
sation study prepared for the 
town. 

The scope of the project in- 
cluded job descriptions, on-site 
interviews with employees, a 
salary survey from 16 similar 
towns and presentations to em- 
ployees, the Personnel Board 
and selectmen. 

Joellen Katomoritori, of 
Gov HR USA, said 49 employ- 
ees filled out a survey, which 
included education, work expe- 
rience, use of technology and 
other questions. Supervisors 
then looked at the surveys from 
employees in their departments. 
Supervisors could not change 
any of the content, but could 
write down any comments. 

Katomoritori said several 
positions were reclassified such 
as facilities coordinator to fa-

HOLLAND — It may have 
taken a little over 20 years to 
realize it, but Dick Hoyt was 
born to run. And in the world 
of long-distance running — one 
of the ultimate “individual” 
sports — he never ran alone. 

Hoyt, along with his son 
Rick, became world-famous in 
1980 as an atypical father-son 
duo in the Boston Marathon. 
Since then, the pair competed 
in over 1,000 endurance events, 
inspiring countless individuals, 
families and communities as 
#TeamHoyt became synony- 
mous with “can-do.” 

Dick Hoyt passed away at 
his lakeside home March 17. 
He was 80. 

The thousands of posts on 
Boyer’s Facebook page and in 
The Official Team Hoyt Site 
public group on that platform, 
as well as hundreds of tweets 
and other online forums is an 
enduring testament to how 
Dick, Rick and Team Hoyt 
touched countless lives.

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people worldwide Dick Hoyt: 1940-2021

usually comes out of Holly- 
wood, but this one couldn't 
be any more rooted in reality. 
Rick was born a Holland resi- 
dent in 1962, and due to com- 
plications at birth came into 
the world with cerebral palsy 


so severe enough he would 
never have control of his limbs 
and be dependent on a wheel- 
chair for life. 

Against the advice of doc- 
tors at the time, Dick and Judy 
Hoyt — Rick’s mom — refused 
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to institutionalize their son, 
who would go on to earn a de- 
gree from Boston University 
and a career in special educa- 
tion.

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noticed smoke coming out of 
the overhang at a multi-level 
building located at 135 Main 
Street. The building is home 
to Feel in Great Nutrition, a 
smoothie and juice bar that 
recently opened in September 
of 2020, and about a dozen 
tenants. 

Holway said the 911 calls 
were already coming in when 
he arrived on the scene and 
people were exiting the build- 
ing. He assisted people com- 
ing out and upon entering the 
building, located one room 
that was hot. Holway said 
Ware Fire and Police Depart- 
ments both responded imme- 
diately and contained the fire, 
ensuring that all occupants 
of the building were safe. He 
gave credit to the Ware Fire 
Department and mutual-aid 
responders saying that Ware 
Fire Chief Chris Gagnon, “is 
a really nice guy, they did a 
great job.” Gagnon credited 
the first four firefighters on 
scene with keeping the fire 
under control until additional

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Farm-fresh meals 
offered to-go

NEW BRAINTREE -— On Sept. 11, 
2020, Matt “Farmer Matt” Koziol pur- 
chased his “forever home” for his grow- 
ing business at the former Grass Roots 
Farm, 860 West Brookfield Road. 

Well-known in the area for his beef as 
well as his custom haymaking for local 
farms, Koziol has recently delved into 
providing an assortment of farm fresh 
meals to go and much more. A West 
Brookfield resident, he has been farm- 
ing for over a decade, at one point own- 
ing 200 head of cattle He has reduced 
his herd size, but is still selling his beef 
to stores such as Wegman’s and Stop & 
Shop, and of course, at his own location. 

Koziol’s new location has had a 
lengthy history in the farming commu- 
nity of New Braintree, locally known 
as Wespalis Farm, and more recently as 
Grass Roots Farm operated by Tim and 
Kristin Bohan. The circa 1700s farm- 
house located on the property was lost 
to a devastating fire in March of 2016. 
As Grass Roots Farm, the Bohans add- 
ed many features to the property, one of 
which is a top-of-the-line commercial 
kitchen. When Koziol found the loca- 
tion and saw the kitchen, he said, “I 
knew I had to have it, but didn’t know 
what I was going to do with it.” 

His question of what to do with the 
commercial kitchen was soon answered 
by Chef John Marty and Wayne and 
Michele Clayborne, of Glover Farms 
Baking Company. Marty has close to 
40 years of experience in the kitchen, 
including being a chef at the Hilton at 
Logan Airport in Boston. While his spe- 
cialty has been classical French cuisine, 
Marty adds his own flair to a tradition- 
al American menu offered at Farmer 
Matt’s. The menu changes each week 
and reflects the produce that is in peak 
season. Koziol is proud of the fact that 
Marty uses local ingredients in the food 
he produces, making it a truly “farm- 
to-table” dining experience. Koziol 1s 
currently working with 10 local farmers 
to provide the freshest ingredients to his 
customers and support the local econo- 
my.

No meal is complete without some- 
thing sweet to cap it off, and the pas- 
tries and baked goods offered by Glov- 
er Farms Baking Company, located 
in West Brookfield, complement Chef 
Marty’s hearty meals perfectly. Owners 
Wayne and Michele Clayborne make a 
variety of desserts including pies, muf- 
fins, cookies, cakes and cupcakes, and 
cheesecakes that have been described as 
“the best ever,’ by customers. The bak- 
ery at Farmer Matt’s opens at 9 a.m. 
both Saturday and Sunday. 

Joining Chef Marty and the Clay- 
bornes in the kitchen is Koziol’s girl- 
friend, Brandi Pasternack. He said two 
of the most popular meals to-go food 
items are Chef Marty’s St. Louis ribs 
and Pasternack’s homemade mac and 
cheese. Koziol said Pasternack helps 
tremendously to keep the business on 
track as their customer base continues 
to grow. 

People have come from all over Cen- 
tral Massachusetts and the response 
has been positive. “Everything has been 
amazing. Customers come every week 
and tell their friends...we see new faces 
every week,” he said.

BOSTON — State Rep. Todd M. 
Smola (R-Warren, Ranking Member, 
Committee on Ways & Means) recent- 
ly joined with his colleagues to support 
legislation providing tax relief and ad- 
ditional assistance to Massachusetts 
small businesses and employees impact- 
ed by the COVID-19 pandemic. 

House Bill 89, An Act financing a 
program for improvements to the Un- 
employment Insurance Trust Fund 
and providing relief to employers and 
workers in the commonwealth, passed 
the House on a vote of 155-0 on March 
11. The bill 1s a redrafted and expand- 
ed version of legislation previously filed 
by Gov. Charlie Baker to protect em- 
ployers from a 60% unemployment in- 
surance rate increase scheduled to take 
effect in April. 

Smola said House Bill 89 will freeze 
the UI rate schedule for business own- 
ers for two years and waive state taxes 
on forgiven Paycheck Protection Pro- 
gram, or PPP, loans. It will also provide 
employees with access to COVID-relat- 
ed emergency paid sick leave and give 
a tax credit to unemployed individuals 
with household incomes of 200% below 
the federal poverty level. 

The House’s action comes just one 
week after Smola and several dozen 
other legislators wrote to House and 
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community 


Senate leadership on March 4 urging 
the adoption of a UI rate freeze, along 
with a state tax waiver for PPP loans. 

By freezing the experience rate for 
employers at Schedule “E” for calen- 
dar years 2021 and 2022, House Bill 
89 ensures that employers who paid an 
average of $539 per worker in UI taxes 
last year will not see those rates jump to 
$858 per worker in 2021. The bill also 
authorizes up to $7 billion in borrowing 
to repay federal UI loans, and a tempo- 
rary, two-year employer assessment to 
ensure the state’s Unemployment Insur- 
ance Trust Fund remains solvent. 

To help Massachusetts businesses 
avoid further financial hardship, House 
Bill 89 also waives state taxes on forgiv- 
en federal PPP loans. Current Massa- 
chusetts tax laws conform with the fed- 
eral tax code by exempting corporations 
from paying a tax on their PPP loans, 
but do not provide the same protections 
to so-called “pass-through” business 
entities. Without this change, Smola 
said, many independent contractors, 
restaurants and small businesses would 
collectively be facing an estimated $150 
million in state taxes on their PPP loans. 

Under House Bill 89, unemployed 
workers with household incomes be- 
low 200% of the poverty level, or about 
$25,000 for individuals and $53,000 for 


a family of four, would be eligible for 
a tax credit for 2020 and 2021 equal to 
5% of the unemployment compensation 
received by the taxpayer and included in 
their gross income for the taxable year. 
During floor debate, an amendment 
was adopted to include compensation 
received under the federal Lost Wages 
Assistance program funded by the Fed- 
eral Emergency Management Agency 
in the definition of what constitutes 
“unemployment compensation.” 

House Bill 89 provides additional 
relief by prohibiting any tax penalties 
from being imposed by the Depart- 
ment of Revenue for the 2020 taxable 
year solely for failure to remit taxes on 
unemployment compensation received 
last year. Taxpayers who have already 
been assessed the penalty will receive an 
abatement. 

Smola said House Bill 89 also re- 
quires large employers to provide emer- 
gency paid sick time to employees who 
are unable to work due to the corona- 
virus, including those who are self-iso- 
lating; receiving medical treatment or 
an immunization; recovering from a 
disability due to COVID-19; comply- 
ing with a quarantine order; caring for 
a family member, including a domestic 
partner; or are unable to telework due 
to COVID-19.This provision will apply 
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Smola supports bill to provide financial relief 


to businesses with 500 or more employ- 
ees, as those individuals working for 
companies with fewer than 500 employ- 
ees are already covered under the feder- 
al coronavirus sick leave program. 

Employees working 40 or more 
hours per week will be provided with 
40 hours of COVID-19 emergency paid 
sick leave, while those working a regular 
weekly schedule but fewer than 40 hours 
will be eligible for the equivalent of the 
average number of hours they work per 
week over a 14-day period. Those in- 
dividuals whose work schedule varies 
from week to week would be eligible for 
emergency sick leave equal to the aver- 
age number of hours they worked per 
week over the six-month period imme- 
diately preceding their sick leave. 

The bill also establishes a COVID-19 
Emergency Paid Sick Leave Fund, 
which will be administered by the Ex- 
ecutive Office for Administration and 
Finance and used to reimburse eligi- 
ble employers for providing emergency 
paid sick leave. The maximum reim- 
bursement amount allowed is $850 a 
week. 

House Bill 89 now moves to the Sen- 
ate for further action. For additional

Will inheritance 
money affect my 
Social Security?

Dear Rusty: I will turn SOCIAL 
66 this year and amconsid- SEKCURITY 
ering claiming my Social MATTERS 


Security. I have already ap- 

plied for Medicare. My parents passed on 
several years ago, and the estate will prob- 
ably settle this year. I would like to know if 
my inheritance money will have any effect 
on my Social Security benefits. If so, how? 
Signed: Wondering Heir 

Dear Wondering: No, your inheritance 
money from your parents’ estate will not 
affect your gross Social Security benefit 
in any way. Your monthly Social Securi- 
ty benefit is based solely on your lifetime 
earnings record from working, and income 
from other sources is not counted when 
computing your Social Security benefit 
amount. But if you claim your benefits and 
have your Medicare Part B premium de- 
ducted from your Social Security payment, 
it’s possible your inheritance could affect 
your Medicare Part B premium amount, 
thus lowering your net Social Security pay- 
ment. 

Most Medicare beneficiaries pay a stan- 
dard premium of $148.50 per month (2021 
amount) for Part B, which is coverage for 
doctors and other outpatient services. But 
there is also a special provision known 
as “IRMAA” (Income Related Medicare 
Adjustment Amount) which adds a sup- 
plemental amount to the standard Part 
B premium if your “provisional income” 
from all sources exceeds certain levels. 
Your “provisional income” would include 
income from all sources, including any 
money you receive from an inheritance, 
any tax-advantage investment withdrawals, 
tax-free interest, and half of the Social Se- 
curity benefits you received during the tax 
year. The name for this is your “Modified 
Adjusted Gross Income” (MAGI), and the 
clip levels which cause IRMAA to affect 
your Medicare premium are different de- 
pending on your IRS filing status. 

If you file your income tax as “married/ 
jointly” and your MAGI is over $176,000, 
then IRMAA will apply and you'll pay a 
higher Medicare premium thus reducing 
your net Social Security payment (if you 
file as a single, the clip level is $88,000). 
IRMAA can cause your Part B premium 
to go to anywhere from $208 to $505 per 
month, depending upon how high your 
MAGI is. Note that your Medicare pre- 
mium for the current year 1s determined 
by your MAGI from two years prior, so 
if that inheritance money is reported on 
your 2021 income tax return, 1t would be 
your 2023 Medicare premium amount that 
would be affected. And the higher Medi- 
care premium would self-adjust back to a 
lower level if MAGI for subsequent years 
are below the IRMAA level. 

The other way your inheritance might 
affect you is through income taxes on your 
Social Security benefits. If your MAGI 
exceeds $32,000 filing as married/jointly

for the initials Paul, (ro)Berta and 
Jen back in my college days, but 
really, a holiday? Regardless, let’s 
have some fun and take a look at 
half of this holiday fav from a horticulture 
perspective. 

I had a childhood friend who actually 
grew peanuts here in the northeast. It was 
really neat to dig them up and eat them right 
from her garden! Who even knew they grew 
underground? I am dating myself when I say 
that all the hullabaloo was partly because 
we, at the time, had president by the name 
of Jimmy Carter whose family was in the 
business of growing peanuts. Why don’t you 
take a trip down Memory Lane with me as 
I look back on peanut culture, Ware-style! 

If my memory serves me correctly, Mrs. 
Haley received fresh, raw peanuts still in 
their shell through a mail-order company. 
She carefully shelled them and planted them 
about a six inches apart from one another in 
her sunny garden after the danger of frost 
had passed. The key to growing peanuts 1s 
providing loose, crumbly soil. It’s interesting 
that the plants flower above ground, but just 
as the petals of the flower fall away, stalks 
below the ovary of the flower called “pegs” 
lengthen, causing the stem to fall to the 
ground. When they fall, the pegs make their 
way into the soil and form the peanut. It’s 
suggested that once the plants reach about 
six inches tall, a gentle cultivation should 
be performed to make it easier for the pegs 
to penetrate the earth. After they have done 
so, hilling as you would potatoes is benefi- 
cial, as is providing a loose mulch such as 
chopped leaves, straw or the like to keep the 
area friable and moist. 

Youll know it’s time to harvest when the 
plant yellows; don’t wait too long after this 
point or the peanuts may break from the 
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as much soil as you can and dry 
upside down out of the weather. 
An attic, barn or other well-ven- 
tilated area is ideal for this pur- 
pose. Peanuts can be shelled and 
enjoyed raw, or roasted in or out 
of the shell at 350 degrees for 20 
minutes. High in protein and fat, 
and various healthy nutrients, 
peanuts are a staple in the diets 
of many cultures. 

You many find it interesting to learn that 
peanuts are not really a nut at all, but a le- 
gume. In fact, young plants will be very rem- 
iniscent of pea seedlings. They are thought 
to have originated in South America over 
three thousand years ago. Valued then as 
both a food source and status symbol, pea- 
nuts were even used as currency for a time. 
That’s humorous, considering the phrase 
“working for peanuts” implies quite the op- 
posite status! 

Peanuts are a long season crop, requiring 
about 120 days to mature. Many northern 
gardeners pre-start them indoors to get a 
jump on the growing season using a variety 
such as Early Spanish that matures earlier 
than other types. 

Here’s what the experts recommend: 
Shell the fresh peanuts carefully, keeping 
the thin papery covering intact. Place three 
“seeds” in a four-inch pot filled two-thirds 
of the way up with moist potting soil. Add 
the remaining soil and place in a warm loca- 
tion until they sprout. Provide decent light 
and plant outside after the danger of frost 
has passed and proceeding as recommended 
above. Don’t over fertilize in either case or 
you will get lots of foliage and few peanuts.

($25,000 if single), then 50% of your 
Social Security benefits will become 
part of your taxable income. Or if 
your MAGI is more than $44,000 fil- 
ing as married/jointly ($34,000 if sin- 
gle), then up to 85% of your Social 
Security benefits for the tax year will 
become part of your taxable income at 
your standard IRS tax rate. 

The bottom line is this: Your 
gross monthly Social Security benefit 
amount will not be affected by your 
inheritance, but if your inheritance 
increases your Medicare Part B premi- 
um your net SS benefit will be tempo- 
rarily lower. And the inheritance may 
also influence how much of your So- 


cial Security benefits are subjected to 
income tax.

ironmans, but Dick and Rick also par- 
ticipated in small, local running events, 
and their presence gave a sense of pres- 
tige to those races.

cilities manager and police and town 
administrator assistant to executive as- 
sistant. Some of the towns in the survey 
were Belchertown, Charlton, Douglas, 
Northbridge, Oxford, Palmer, Rutland, 
Spencer, Sterling, Upton, Webster, West 
Boylston and Wilbraham. Thirty per- 
centile of the survey towns paid more. 
The compensation put Sturbridge in 
the 60 to 70 percentile. If employees 
were below the minimum, it was recom- 
mended they get upgraded. She said no 
one would lose pay. 

Selectmen Vice Chair Mary Dowling 
said there was no reference to longevi- 
ty in the low range and when the town 
hires new people, experience and back- 
ground was considered. Katomorito- 
r1 referenced a page in the survey that 
made adjustments for length of service 
using a percent increase or steps. One to 
three years were minimum; four to eight 
years got two steps and over that got 
three steps. Katomoritori said compen- 
sation and classification study had not 
been done in a long time so the town 
has employees below market. 

Dowling questioned the grade of the 
town accountant and the assistant town 
clerk. Katomoritori said there was an 
error and it would be corrected. Dow- 
ling said the assistant town clerk could 
do all the duties of the town clerk. She 
also said the assistant town clerk did 
not come to her about this; it was Dow- 
ling’s own opinion. 

Selectman Clerk Michael Suprenant 
said he was glad to see the methodology 
used. He said he would be in favor of 
an equitable plan to recognize longevity 
for those positions below market value. 
Dowling said she would like to see the 
numbers for steps and 1% increase be- 
fore voting. 


Right of first refusal 

The board discussed its right of first 
refusal on 50 acres of land at 133, 137, 
139 Fiske Hill Road and 48 Old Farm 
Road for $155,000. Dowling said it was 
a “great price” and the town received 
letters supporting the land for trails. 
She said she would like a public hearing 
on the matter to see how the residents 
feel about it. She said the town could

Bylaw draft 

Selectman reviewed a Chapter Five 
Animal Control Bylaw draft, which 
would allow permits for residents to 
have poultry in their backyards. Cur- 
rently, the town bylaw required a min- 
imum of five acres. Roosters, peacocks 
and guinea fowl would be prohibited. 
The bylaw would require town meeting 
approval by voters. 


Host agreement amendment 

Selectmen approved an amendment 
to the Community Host Agreement 
with Caregiver Patient Connection’s 
(Local Roots) regarding police details. 
The clarification would allow for coor- 
dination with the police chief regarding 
details and the ultimate authority lies 
with the board of selectmen. The agree- 
ment required a police detail for the first 
two weeks the establishment opened. 


Police chief report 

Police Chief Earl Dessert said his de- 
partment installed the new sign, which 
calculates speed, on Shattuck Road. He 
said he visited Shattuck Road several 
times and observed no logging trucks 
on the road before 7 a.m. and the sign 
decreased the number of complaints 
regarding the trucks speeding on the 
road. 


Fire chief report 

Fire Chief John Grasso said his de- 
partment was working with the Health 
Department to get COVID-19 vaccina- 
tions to home bound residents in their 
homes.

Soccer alignments proposed 
for new statewide tourney

REGION — Holyoke and 
Central will stand together 
as the only two schools from 
Western Massachusetts that 
will compete in Division 1 soc- 
cer under the new alignments 
that have been proposed. 

This fall, the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic Associ- 
ation will change to a statewide 
tournament.

takes home the big check. 

“IT think you're going to see a lot of 
different strategies in this type of race,” 
Williams said. “I think a lot of guys will 
be pushing hard in the early laps of the 
race. It’s the start of a new season, and 
a lot of guys haven't raced yet. I’m ex- 
pecting a strong run out there. The No. 
25 with Gary Casella always runs well at 
Thompson.” 

“You just have to play your cards 
right with all of the pit strategy and 125 
laps that are all green flag laps,’ Rocco 
added. “Fuel is probably going to play a 
role in it for this one, too. There are a lot 
of aspects that are going to be part of 
trying to win the race. We always do re- 
ally well in the open shows, from the SK 
Modifieds to the Tour Modifieds. Hope- 
fully, we'll come out of the box strong to 
start the season.” 

However, the hunger for victory isn’t 
just limited to Connecticut and Mas- 
sachusetts.

South Hadley, which won a girls 
soccer Division 3 state title in 2019, 
will move to Division 4. Also included 
in Division 4 will be Mahar Regional. 

Moving to the newly created D1- 
vision 5 will be Palmer, Pathfinder, 
Monson, Granby, Ware, Quaboag, 
and North Brookfield. 

In Central Mass., Tantasqua will 
be a part of Division 2, while Quab- 
bin Regional will join Division 3. 

The divisions the teams will be 
assigned will determine what state 
tournament that team will have an 
opportunity to be a part of. With the 
number of divisions increasing, there 
will be more opportunities for teams 
to qualify, though there could be a lot 
of excessive travel in the early rounds 


of the tournament depending on what 
part of the state a team comes from. 

Teams will have an opportunity 
to appeal their divisional placement, 
whether it before enrollment or com- 
petition reasons. 

What has yet to be determined 1s 
what a Western Massachusetts tour- 
nament may look like. While the 
MIAA will not sponsor a tournament 
going forward, the Pioneer Valley 
Interscholastic Athletic Conference 
wants to sponsor a tournament.

In 2018 the Historical Commission 
received a grant from the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission and matched 
by the CPC to survey another 100 plus 
buildings, which was conducted by 
Professional Archaeological Laborato- 
ry. The second survey highlighted the 
Fiskdale Mills community and updat- 
ed some surveys from the 1970s of the 
Common. 

The results of the Sturbridge sur- 
veys are on the Historical Commission’s 
webpage and the Massachusetts Histor- 
ical Commission’s MAGRIS data base. 

Twenty-eight buildings from the sur- 
veys have the potential to be eligible for 
the National Register of Historic Plac- 
es. Those buildings were chosen by the 
Historical Commission to receive the 
Preservation Awards. There are many 
more buildings in Sturbridge that may 
meet the National Register criteria. Fu- 
ture surveys will help to make those de- 
terminations. Owners may also initiate 
the research and process independently. 

To be eligible for the National Reg- 
ister of Historic Places a building, dis- 
trict, site, structure or object must meet 
one of the following criteria: it must, be 
associated with a significant event in his- 
tory; be associated with the lives of peo- 
ple significant in the past; embody dis- 
tinctive characteristics in construction 
techniques, or other factors that make it 
a unique structure with historical value; 
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community 


or yield important information about a 
certain time period. 

The Historical Commission present- 
ed the Harrington family, owners of 
the Publick House, with a preservation 
plaque for moving, thereby preserving, 
the Chamberlain Grain and Feed Barn. 
This historic building is part of The 
Sturbridge Common Historic District. 
The generosity of the Harrington family 
saved the historic barn from demolition. 

Bob Briere received an award in 
recognition of his lifelong devotion to 
researching, recording, and _ sharing 
Sturbridge history. Known as “Mr. Stur- 
bridge,’ Briere founded the Sturbridge 
Historical Society and has presented 
many programs at the Society meetings 
and for other groups in the area. He con-
